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In response to the Office Action of May 19, 2005, reconsideration in view of the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-25 are pending in this application. 

The Examiner is thanked for the indication that claims 1-12 are allowed, and that claims 
1 5-24 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. However, for the reasons set forth below, claims 15-24 
have not been rewritten in independent form at this time. 

The Office Action rejects claims 13-14 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,286,324 to Pastryk et al. (hereinafter 'Tastryk"). The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent claim 13 recites, inter alia^ a support member configured to be installed on a 
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surface of a main body of the product, and to slidably receive a printed circuit board. Pastryk 
neither discloses nor suggests such features, 

Pastryk discloses an optical ice level sensing system for an ice maker, including an emitter 
PCB 104 and a receiver PCB 108 positioned at opposite sides of an ice collecting bin 28. 
Interruption of a line of sight 120 between the emitter 104 and receiver 108 (through openings, 
or slots 114 and 116 in the bin 28) indicates that the bin 28 is full, and that no additional ice 
harvesting is required. The receiver PCB 108 is mounted to a receiver cover 150 and installed in 
a receiver housing 154 recessed in side wall 21 of the freezer 16. The receiver cover 150 and 
housing 154 capture the side wall 21 therebetween, and are fastened together. 

The ice maker may be manually turned on and off by sUding a tab 156 which extends 
through an opening 158 in the cover 150 between ON and OFF positions. The tab 156 is 
connected to a sUde member 152 which extends along the back surface of the receiver cover 
150, and which causes a portion 160 of the slide member 152 to interfere in the Une of sight 120 
when the tab 156 is in the OFF position. Thus, the only sliding motion disclosed or suggested 
by Pastryk is related to moving the tab 156 between an ON and OFF position. Pastryk neither 
discloses nor suggests that the receiver housing 154 and/ or cover 150 are configured to slidably 
receive the receiver PCB 108, as is the support member recited in independent claim 13. 

Further, similar to the receiver PCB 108, the emitter PCB 104 is mounted on an emitter 
cover 128 which is, in turn, attached to and supported by an emitter housing 129 and a side wall 
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23 of the freezer 16. Pastryk neither discloses nor suggests that the emitter housing 129 and/ or 
cover 128 are configured to slidably receive the emitter PCB 104, as is the support member 
recited in independent claim 13. 

For at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that independent claim 13 is not 
anticipated by Pastryk, and thus the rejection of independent claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 
over Pastryk should be withdrawn. Rejected dependent claims 14 and 25, as well as objected to 
claims 1 5-24, are allowable at least for the reasons set forth above with respect to independent 
claim 13, from which they depend, as well as for their added features. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. If the Examiner beUeves that any additional changes 
would place the application in better condition for allowance, the Examiner is invited to contact 
the undersigned, JOANNA K. MASON , at the telephone number listed below.
